A DISASTER 
AVERTED

The Timea in a leading article to-day 
savs:— 

The Empire learnt yesterday with 
sober thankfulness and satisfaction 
that the disaster which appeared pos- 
sible in Greece has been avoided by 
courage, skill and the share of good 
fortune without which few operations 
of war are likely to succeed. At the 
moment when the Prime Minister made 
this announcement he had learnt that 
at least 45,000 men had been safely 
withdrawn. The total number landed 
in Greece by the time evacuation 
became inevitable was about 60,000. 
There will be deep grief. for those 
gallant men who have fallen into the 
hands of the enemy in their successful 
fight to save their comrades and for 
those who have fallen in battle, though 
the actual battle casualties, estimated 
at 3.000 killed and wounded, are 
astonishingly small. Yet the most 
widespread sentiment must be one of 
relief, mingled with wonder, that this 
embarkation should have been achieved 
under such heavy handicaps and in 
face of the enemy's avowed intention to 
destroy the expeditionary force. . . . 

In the Aegean and in the Western 
Desert of Egypt further hard tasks 
await us, and much depends upon how 
we face them. The defence of the Suez 
Canal is not a purely military con- 
sideration, because the canal is not 
merely a military objective to the 
enemy, immensely important as it is 
in that respect. Politically also he 
looks upon it as a goal of which the 
attainment would, in his belief, enable 
him fo sweep into the battle some 
foreign forces not hitherto exploited. 
His own forces have now approached 
the objective more closely. The fight 
has to go on with full comprehension 
of the issues involved. but also with 
confidence acquired from the feat 
achieved in Greece in circumstances 
still more difficult than those of the 
coming phase.

Aftermath 


Further light was shed on the British 
military expedition to Greece by Mr. 
Winston Churchill in the House of 
Commons yesterday. The total strength 
of the British and Dominion forces which 
were required to face the might of the 
German Army was sixty thousand. Fight- 
ing in conjunction with the Greeks, they 
seem to have given a remarkably good 
account of themselves. They held up the 
German advance for several weeks, inflict- 
ing heavy losses on the invaders, while, 
according to Mr. Churchill, their own 
losses in the stiff fighting near Mount 
Olympus, at Graveno, and at Thermopyl# 


| did not exceed three thousand killed and 


wounded. Of the sixty thousand men who 
landed in Greece, some forty-five thousand 
have been evacuated safely, and, in Mr. 
Churchill’s words, are believed to have 
reached their bases without mishap. Thus 
ends an adventure which does honour to 
all those fighting men who took part in 
it, but does not reflect much credit upon 
the politicians who, presumably, decided 
to fulfil their pledges to Greece in such 
inadequate measure. At least a quarter 
of a million men would have been needed 
to stem the tide of the German advance 
in the Balkans. Personal bravery is no 
match for mechanical superiority ; and, if 
the British Expeditionary Force had been 
twice as large as it was, it still would 
have been too small for the job which was 
assigned to it. What matters now, how- 
ever, is not a post-mortem on past 
mistakes, but the next move in the Medi- 
terranean. According to the Diplomatic 
Correspondent of the Press Association, 
Herr Hitler is planning a lightning attack 
upon Egypt and the Suez Canal. In his 
view, the main thrust will be made through 
Syria and Palestine; but there also will 
be an attack from the Libyan side, where, 
apparently, the German-Italian armies 
have been reinforced during the last few 
weeks. Herr Hitler is reported to have 
ordered his gencrals to spare no effort to 
conclude this dual operation as quickly 
as possible—blitzschnell—and to have pre- 
dicted that the conquest of the Medi 
terranean will be completed by the 
beginning of August. 

There is small doubt that a drive 
through Syria and Palestine has been 
contemplated from the outset ; but Turkey 
stands in the way. It is suggested now 
that Turkey may be ‘‘ by-passed ’’ by the 
Germans, who will invade Syria directly 
by sea, having gained possession of the 
Greek islands, as well as by air-borne 
troops; but, in the meantime, a strong 
diplomatic offensive is expected against 
the Turks. Herr von Papen, the German 
Ambassador to Ankara, has not yet 
arrived back from Berlin, where he has 
been in consultation with Herr Hitler, and 
the Fuehrer’s plans must remain a matter 
of conjecture until his return; but 
rumours are more plentiful than ever. 
The most recent is that Monsieur 
Sarajoglu, the Turkish Foreign Minister, 
is about to go to Germany to visit Herr 
Hitler with a view to the conclusion of 
a pact of non-aggression between Turkey 
and the Reich; if not, indeed, to Turkey’s 
eventful adherence to the Tripartite Pact. 
It would be idle to deny that British 
prestige has suffered in consequence 
of the Balkan campaign, as well as of 
General Wavell’s set-back in North Africa. 
The Turkish newspapers, on the whole, 
continue to affirm the country’s loyalty 
to the alliance with Great Britain; but 
one journal, in particular, 
critical of British policy, asking why the 
Rumanian oil fields have not been bombed 
by the Royal Air Force, why the two 
German battle-cruisers, Gneisenau and 
Scharnhorst, have been attacked so 
frequently without apparent result, and 
why, above all, the British Navy has 
allowed a substantial German army to be 
landed in Libya. In all the circum- 
stances, such queries were inevitable; but, 
so far, at any rate, there is no reason 
to anticipate a drastic change in Turkish 
policy. The Turks realise clearly that a 
German victory in the Mediterranean 
would reduce them to the status of the 
Rumanians and the Bulgars. They still 
believe that ultimate victory will be 
achieved by the British and Americans: 
and, what, perhaps, is the most important 
consideration of all, their policy is being 
moulded in the closest consultation with 
Soviet Russia. | 
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American Aid 


Defeated in their main object, which 
was to place an embargo—partial, if not 
total—upon the export of arms to Great 
Britain, the American “ Isolationists”’ 
are trying to prevent any further acts of 
assistance by President Roosevelt. 
Congress decreed two months ago that 
help would be sent; that any commodity, 
including food, of which the British 
should stand in need would be transferred 
to them, by sale or lease, as a loan or as 
a gift, and that “aid for Britain ” could 
be construed. to mean “ aid for America.” 
The “' Isolationists ' bowed to the inevit- 
able- In theory, Great Britain is the 
recipient of cargo after cargo of munitions 
from the United States—munitions which, 
when combined with her own output, 
ought easily to surpass the total pro- 
duction of the German and German- 
controlled factories. In fact, the American 
supplies must cross an extremely dangerous 
ocean before they can be of any avail 
to Great Britain, Spring has come, and 
the German war upon shipping has begun 
to intensify itself. Mr, Churchill himself 
believes that the “ battle of the Atlantic ”’ 
is the worst ordeal that his country innst 
endure, ‘‘ It is the battle of the Atlantic,” 
he says, “which holds the first place in 
the thoughts of those upon whom rests 
the responsibility for 
victory.” In these circumstances, many 
Americans, including the President, ask 
themselves if all the supplies which they 
have prepared for Great Britain are worth 
sending if they are only to be sunk en 
route. Hitherto the system of convoys 


procuring the | 


operated by the Royal Navy has been 
strikingly successful, and the loss of ships 
thus guarded has been surprisingly small ; 
but the waste of time that the system 
involves is considerable—and Britain 
requires her American supplies with all 
possible speed. Her need is for more 
ships of war, in order that either faster 
or more frequent convoys may be sent; 
and, powerful as her Navy has shown 
itself, it does not possess an unlimited 
number of ships. The problem before the 
United States is, then, whether American 
ships of war ought to guard the British 
merchantmen on their passage across the 
Atlantic, or even for part of the way. 
Such s procedure, of course, would be 
terribly dangerous, because a time inevit- 
ably would come when one, or more than 
one, of the American escorts would be 
sunk by a German submarine; but the 
alternative is to let the merchant ships 
run an increasing risk, and, perhaps, 
to permit millions of pounds worth of 
American goods disappear beneath the 
waves. In a sentence, American escorts 
involve the likelihood that the United 
States will be brought into the war; the 
lack of them is a severe handicap to 
Britain’s struggle. 

Both policies have their advocates, but 
the “ pro-convoy”’ party seems to be the 
stronger. Two of the foremost “ isola- 
tionist ” senators have submitted motions 
to the Foreign Affairs Committee, seeking 
te forbid, or at least to restrict, the use 
of convoys. The Committee has turned 
these motions down, to the extent that 
they cannot be submitted to the House in 
their original form. Meanwhile, President 
Roosevelt .seems to be bent upon com- 
promise. He has not attempted to sanction 
the use of convoys: for that matter, he 
has not expressed himself openly in their 
favour. On the other hand, he has 
authorised a wider sphere of operation 
for the American “ neutrality patrols.” 
The United States has claimed since the 
beginning of the war that a very consider- 
able extent of water around the shores of 
the Americas must be regarded as out of 
bounds to belligerent warships, and this 
stretch of water has been patrolled con- 
sistently by American vessels. Now the 
President has given his patrol ships per- 
mission to go virtually as far afield as 
they wish—even so far as two thousand 
miles from the mainland. Their powers 
are not quite clear, but it seems, from 
Mr. Churchill’s broadcast of last Sunday, 
that they will have the right to warn 
British shipping of the presence of hostile 
submarines and surface raiders; and, 
presumably, there is nothing to prevent 
them from travelling alongside the 
convoys—if not more. The news is welcome 
to Britain, who will be able to concen- 
trate upon the protection of shipping 
during the latter stage of its Journey to 
her shores; but, at the best, President 
Roosevelt’s compromise is less satisfactory 
than a system of convoys by 
American warships. Sooner or later the 
United States must make up her mind 
whether she is, or is not, prepared to go 
the whole way. 
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Holidays 


Proposals for the development of Irish 
holiday resorts as 
unemployment are being sent, we learn, 
to the Minister for Industry and Commerce 
by the Irish Tourist Association. The 
scheme which the Tourist Association 
advocates would serve a twofold purpose 
in this way, and there seems to be no 
reason why.it should not succeed. Ireland 
is an ideal country in which to spend a 
holiday. It is known for natural beauty 
all and its climate— 
although at times not quite all that is 
to be desired—is mild and equable. In 
addition, this country has fine beaches for 
bathing, many places of historical interest, 
and all the other amenities which are, 
apparently, so necessary for a_ holiday 
resort. At the same time, the great 
majority of the Irish holiday-makers in 
time of peace invariably used to spend 
their summer holidays in the Isle of Man 
or in one of the Welsh or English seaside 
resorts—places that are probably less 
healthy and certainly less beautiful than 
the Irish resorts. The preference for 
British resorts is not hard to explain. 
Although nature has done more than her 
share with regard to the Irish resorts. 
man has sadly neglected his part of the 
bargain. We do not suggest for one 
moment that all the holiday resorts of 
Ireland should be sprinkled with dance 
halls, skating rinks and ‘‘fun palaces.’ 
A few resorts where such forms of amuse- 
ment could be found in profusion would 
prove an undeniable asset to the conntry; 
for a large proportion of the people 
imagines that such buildings are essential 
adjuncts to any holiday resort worthy of 
the name. At the same time, one cannot 
expect people who have worked hard all 
the year to enjoy a fortnight’s sojourn in 
a small and gloomy cottage in a small and 
gloomy seaside village without even a 
promenade, and where the only indoor 
amusements, in the event of a rainy night, 
are afforded by local ceilidhthe in the 
town hall, or, alternatively, by the local 
place of worship. This year—and possibly 
for the next few years—the people of 
Ireland will be forced to spend their holi- 
days in their own country ; it is the.task of 
the Government and the Tourist Associa- 
tion to see that they enjoy their Irish 
holidays to such an extent that after the 
war they no longer will wish to spend 
their holidays in Britain. The building 
of hotels and promenades, as the Associa- 
tion suggests, would offer a great deal of 
employment to men who, at the moment, 
are walking the streets in search of work. 
The country would derive benefit from 
their labour both during and after the 
war, when the existence of comfortable 
hotels and the other amenities of civilisa- 
tion might induce British holiday-makers 
to visit this country in. larger numbers.

OARD of Trade officials have just 

completed a huge task that has been 
in progress for some months, and have 
drawn up statistics showing the present 
population of each part of Britain. 
During the preparation of the details 
many changes have had to be made, owing 
to new evacuation schemes, and the 
present details may be out of date in 4 
short time unless they are amended from 
time to time in accordance with the 
migration of the people. The object is to 
enable food and other commodities to be 
distributed in accordance with the actual 
needs of each district, so that goods may 
be delivered to areas where they are re- 
quired. Certain trade organisations have 
been furnished with the statistics on the 
understanding that they are to be regarded 
as confidential, but are to be employed as 
a basis for future distribution of com- 
modities, so that there may be no more 
cases of large quantities being sent to 
places where the population is now small, 
owing to evacuation. 


Royal Academy 


Not once since 1769 has the Royal 
Academy failed to have its annual exhibi- 
tion, and the tradition is to be carried on 
this year, in the hope that all will be 
well. There will be no great Academy 
banquet this year, but the private view 
will be held on Saturday. The space for 
the pictures is more restricted than usual, 
and in the circumstances it is not sur- 
prising that pictures relating to great 
events of the past twelve months occupy 
the greater part of the walls. The political 
portraits are fewer than usual, but there 
are many of war celebrities, and there is 
nothing that can be described as a pro- 
blem picture. Portraits of land girls and 
some very beautiful landscapes will be on 
view.

War-time Menus 


Much has been heard about the luxury 
food reputed to be served in restaurants, 
but there js little foundation. in fact, for 
the stories, since most places seem to 


confine themselves to serving very small 


portions of rationed foods and almost as 
small portions of anything that may be 
unrationed. There is no reduction in the 
charge, and even vegetables remain at the 
old high prices. The extraordinary thing 
is that few restaurants endeavour to avail 
themselves of the many good dishes sug- 
gested by the Ministry of Food, and it is 
possible that great prosperity would attend 
a restaurant which would open its doors 
with a purely wa menu, abolishing all 
rationed foods, and provide attractive 
meals at a moderate cost. Even potatoes 
baked in their jackets aro almost unknown, 
though these provide a good and whole- 
some meal in themselves. 


To Sell Bulbs 


Many horticulturists will regret the 
decision of the Board of Trade that thera 
will be no more bulbs for British gardens, 
as these are to be diverted to the United 
States for sale. Few things have done 
more to brighten the life of the peoplo 
than the arrival of the spring flowers, 
even thongh they are so much fewer in 
number than usual. Once our public parks 
and places were ablaze with spring blooms, 
and it will be a real miss for the flower 
lover to sce these spaces empty when next 
spring comes round. It may be that the 
money these bulbs will bring in will ho 
useful, but opinion seems to be that it 
will be so small that it will be hardly 


worth while.

IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


Introducing Mr. Nolan 


I made the acquaintance on Tuesday 
night of a very engaging gentleman from 
Kimmage—Mr. Nolan by name. 

Without any formal introduction he 
immediately took me into his confidence, 
told me of his home, the fine tree he has 
growing in front of it and the regiments 
of daffodils behind, the walks he likes to 
take round Harold’s Cross and Rathfarn- 
ham way, and the reason he prefers dis- 
temper to wallpaper for his wee house. 

Very confidential he was, and I took an 
instant liking to this easy, thoughtful, 
middle-aged man, who watches’ very 
calmly as life goes by, and retires to 
cultivate his garden when worries come; 
slightly grey I pictured him, with amused 
eyes. 

I cannot tell you if the picture is 
correct, since his voice, confidential and 
friendly, came from the depths of my 
loudspeaker, 

I look forward, however, to further 
pleasant encounters, since he remarked 
difidently in leaving the microphone that 
he would maybe be back again to talk 
some more about his days. And the 
announcer assured us that we would hear 
more from Mr. Nolan next Tuesday after 
the news. 


Head of the River 


In the normal way, apart from the 
passages of the Guinness barges, 
Dubliners find very little to look at on 
their river. The Head of the River Race 
(which will be held next Saturday at 5.45 
p.m.) is one of the few river spectacles 
we possess. There will be eleven eights 
competing and they should present the 
spectators with plenty of incidents as they 
come down over the two and three-quarter 
mile course from Islandbridge to Butt 
Bridge. 

The H.O.R. Race is a time race. The 
crews start, at intervals of about fifteen 
seconds, in the order in which they 
finished last year. Comparison of the 
times of starting and finishing will show 
the fastest crew, and also the fastest crew 
rowing in a ‘‘clinker’’ boat, to whom two 
green pennants will be awarded. 

The interval of fifteen seconds represents 
a distance of about three to four lengths, 
so that the crews will come down very 
close together. The time taken should be 
about thirteen or fourteen minutes, and 
the whole race ought to be over in about 
twenty minutes from the time of the first 
boat starting. People coming into town 
from the final at Lansdowne road should 
be just in time to see the boats arriving 
at O’Connell Bridge. 


Underneath the Arches 


As the crews are started so close together 
there should be the added attraction of 
crews passing each other out. 

This will mean that they will have to 
take the side arches of the bridges. These 
are wide enough to take eights, but there 
1s not much room to spare, and it will 
mean good coxing, and also good judgment 
of when and where to make a spurt. 


Those who want to see the finer points 
of the race should watch it from one of 
the upper bridges, and watch the crews 
coming around the very sharp bend under 
Kingsbridge. 

The H.O.R. was first held in Dublin 
last vear, and it is the first of its kind 
in Ireland. In happier days there were 
similar races at Chester—where Trinity 
won once, and where, in the spring before 
the war, U.C.D. carried off both pennants. 

But the biggest race of this kind was 
held over the Boat Race course between 
Putney and Mortlake. where, at the last 
race, no less than 154 crews competed. 


That race brought out all the best crews 
in England, and it is to the great credit 
rowing that three vears ago 
Trinitv came sixth and University College

seventh. 


The Voice of Athens 


Now that the Germans are in occupation 
of the Greek capital, many Irish listeners 
will miss the nightly broadcasts in 
English from the Athens station.

BIG VOTE FOR 
ARMY SERVICES

ESUMING the debate in the Dail 
on the motion tabled by General 
Mulcahy, asking that a Com- 

mittee of the House be set uP to .in- 
vestigate publicly the prices for c 
charged in Dublin and Dun Laoghaire, 
Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Supplies, 
said that he was willing to facilitate a 
bona fide inquiry, but he could not 
accept the form of the present motion, 
for the reason that he had no power 
to delegate the functions given to him 
under the Ministers’ and Secretaries 
Acts, or powers to disclose information 
which he had obtained from coal mer- 
chants under the provisions of the 
Emergency Powers Acts. Apart from 
the legal difficulties, he was anxious to 
facilitate investigation provided that 
investigation was confined to present 
prices of coal and not to a general in- 
vestigation of the working of his De- 
partment. That would have to await 
the time when officials now busily en- 
gaged on national work of »mportance 
could be made available for the pur- 
pose. He wanted the House to under- 
stand that he had no intention of 
establishing a new principle by agree- 
ing to such investigations; if he did 
it would mean that the functions of 
Government would be delegated to 
committees of the House—a most un- 
desirable practice. Bee 

The coal at present being imported 
was of bad quality, He had protested, 
but his protests had been unavailing 80 
far. There was a mistaken belief amon 
sections of the public that good coa 
was being imported and kept for sale 
to the wealthier sections of the com- 
munity. The arrangements made some 
time ago was that e certain “ngage N 
of each cargo imported should go into 
a central dump for distribution among 
bellmen for sale to the poor. In the 

resent month cargoes arriving had 
een so few that nearly all had gone to 
the dumps. 


BELLMEN’S SUPPLIES 


Some bellmen seemed to think that 
they should get as much coal as they 
did before the war, but unless the 
position improved that would be im- 
possible. Present figures suggested 
that bellmen were getting more than 
their normal supplies. Their normal 
urchases were 1,500 tons a month, 
but recently they had been drawing 
between 300 and 350 tons a ve and 
on one day in the present month they 
drew 685 tons. There was no danger 
of supplies of coal to this country being 
cut off completely in the very near 
future, but the danger was not one to 
be forgotten, and there might be no 
household coal available next winter. 
If the supply should be short they 
would have to retain the available coal! 
for factories, transport undertakings 
and institutions like hospitals. It was 
for that reason that the Government 
had been stressing the necessity of 
cutting a sufficiency of turf to provide 
for household needs. ! 

As regards prices, Mr. Lemass said 
that in normal times coal came from 
so many different collieries and so many 
ports that it was impossible to fix a 
standard price at which coal might be 
retailed here. They had fixed the 
profit thaí, might be charged, but such 
control could never be one hundred per 
cent. effective. 


CHANGED TRADING 


Following the introduction by the 
British Government of the prohibition 
of coal exports to this country except 
under licence a change took place in 
the method of trading. They were 
limited to buying coal in one district, 
and shipping from a limited number 
of ports. here was now only a very 
small margin between the prides of 
the highest and lowest grades of coal. 
It Was impossible to fix a nation-wide 
basis of coal prices; they could only 
fix the prices in districts, and the 
present. fixed price allowed of no un- 
due profit, and firms had complained 
of the low profits. 

If imports continued to diminish 
some of the traders would have to go 
out of business. For the time bein 
he was satisfied that the import of coa 
by individual traders was the best 
system. ‘These merchants were work- 
ing under great difficulty and should 
be immune from attack unless there 
was unquestionable evidence in sup- 
port of the attack. 

Regarding the price of coal to poor 
people, the Minister said he was will- 
ing to help deputies who wished an 
inquiry to see that the truth was ascer- 
tained.

BIG VOTE FOR THE

The estimate for the Army pensions 
vote for the year 1941-42 showed a net 
increase of £68,044, said Mr. Traynor, 
mainly due to increasing liability under 
Military Service Pensions Act and 
under the Defence Forces Pensions 
Schemes, 1937 and 1940. 

The Minister was moving an estimate 
for £651,634 for Army pensions, and, 
continuing, he said that the increase 
for military service pensions was 
entirely due to the increased number of 
applicants who had qualified and were 
likely to qualify under the Act of 1934. 
On March 21st, 1940, 7,346 had quali- 
fied, ‘but on March 41, 1941, the 
number had increased to 7,905, Durin 
the year there had been an increase o 
17 pensions under the Defence Forces 
pensions schemes, 1937 and 1941, and 
provision had been made for a further 
increase of about 16 pensions.

'The British Government, has informed 
the Iraq Government of its intention 
to land further contingents of Imperial 
aa w at Basrah, according to a 
Baghdad despatch to the Official 
French News Agency. 

The Iraq Government. the despatch 
says, maintains that a fresh landing 
could not take place until the forces 
landed earlier this month for passage 
across Iraq have left Basrah. 

This attitude, it is added, has led 
i“ complications between Britain and 
raq. 

The British authorities are stated to 
have taken steps to evacuate British 
women and children from Iraq. 

It was pointed out in London last 
night that the task of the Imperial 
forces, whose arrivel at Basrah was 
recently announced, was to open up 
lines of communication Ratios Iraq, 
in accordance with the terms of the 
Anglo-Iraq Treaty of Alliance.

SOLDIER’S FATAL

Lieutenant 
Delaney said that he had tasted the 
water from the bucket out of which 
Brown had been drinking and found 
that it tasted of paraffin or some other 
substance. 

Dr. John McGrath, State Patholo- 
gist, said that death could be caused 
by a couple of tablespoonsful of 
paraffin. -
